BUFFALO, Feb. 9. — Eighty- 
four Protestant clergymen of the 
Niagra Frontier have protested 
President Truman's authorization 
for‘ production of the H-Bomb. 
The ministers, in a statement re- 
leased by the Rev. Alan B. Pea- 
body, Salem Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church, also urged a 
United Nations disarmament con- 
ference to abolish “H-Bombs, A- 
bombs, bacteria, gases and pois- 
ons’ as military weapons. 

Scoring statements that. the H- 
Bomb was necessary to fight 
“Communism,” the clergymen de- 
clared: “The period during which 
the U. S. was the sole possessor 
of the A-homb was marked by 
the greatest expansion of Com:- 
munism ‘throughout the world.
